centered  with  a few  faint  nicks  on  the  edge  and  obverse.  The  reverse  is  quite 
bold  except  for  “ONE  CENT”  which  is  obliterated.  This  is  diagonostic  on  the 
“K”  reverse.  All  factors  taken  into  consideration  this  coin  can  be  called  Very 
Good  10,  and  since  it  would  fall  into  a condition  census  category,  it  would  have 
a book  value  of  $800.00.  However  we  feel,  in  view  of  its  rarity,  the  coin  should 
bring  in  excess  of  $1,000.00. 

13  1794  Head  of  ‘93.  S-20.  A nicely  balanced  cent.  Only  two  light  bisecting  scratches 

take  this  coin  out  of  the  Very  Fine  class.  It  can  definitely"  be  called  a Fine-15.
